That the adage, "Keep your.powder ary". 

is stall adhered to by wildflowers, was 
one of the discoveries of ye sterday's 

rainy day outing of the Nature Study Group. 
It was noticed that practically all of 
the open face flowers, such as Baby Blue 
byes and Hounds Tongue, were looking at 
their feet, thus protecting ‘the grains of 
pollen on the stamens with their petals, 
until’ the next sunny day. common 
Pilaree, in addition to hanging its head, 
partially closes and appears much like a 
little red bell. The California Poppy 
kept its pollen dry by tightly closing 
its petals. Flowers in the pea family 
always have their life-giving stamens 
protected by a sort of spring door effect 
which must be forced open by bee or other 
strone insect to get at the-hidden nectar, 
and thus bring about pollination.
